The U. S. Supreme Court has 


delayed for two weeks decision on 
the school integration crisis at 
Little Rock. Ark. 


The court, in a rare emergency 


session, listened intently to three 
hours of arguments 
Thursday. 


Then, after a recess, it called for 
more arguments Sept. 11. 


Gov. Orval VE. Faubus of Ar- 


kansas, held a package of anti- 
integration bills which, if signed 
into law, will give him tight con 
trol over any integration situation 
arising in the state's schools. The 
strongest of the six measures 
pushed through a special session 
of the Legislature is one permit- 
ting Faubus to close any public 
school on which integration is be- 
ing forced. 


Gels Broad Authority 


He said he didn't know when he 


would sign the bills. 


Included in the package which 


cleared the Legislature were bills 
permitting the governor to close 
forcibly integrated public schools: 
giving him authority to set up 
segregated classes within an in- 
tegrated school; providing aid for 
any student displaced in an inte- 
gration dispute and a bill post 
poning the opening of Central 
High School in Little Rock until 
Sept. 15. The school board had al- 
ready postponed the opening date 
from Sept. 2 to Sept. 8. 


Chief Justice Earl'Warren said 


the Supreme Court delayed its 
decision because Central High 
would not open until Sept. 15. 


Faubus, however, must sign the 


bill or the school board must act 
to delay the opening until that 
dale. Thus Central High could 
open before the court decision.

Calm yourself, bro- 
ther: you are a living repository 
of more atomic explosions than 
our world probably ever will 
know. The fact is that 38,000. 
atoms of potassium-40 "are ex- 
ploding inside your body every 
second you live. They'started ex- 
ploding the moment you were 
born and they will continue un- 
til the moment you die. 


The source of this is Dr. Isaac 


Azimov. a notable professor at 
MIT. who ought to know what he 
is talking about and I think he 
does. Dr. Azimov also has a nice 
way of reducing a trillion to an 
immediately digestible unit which 
dispenses with strings of zeroes 
and other cumbersome figures. 


TO DR. AZIMOV a trillion is 


thought of this way: a trillion 
seconds ago .mastodons roamed 
what is now the United States. 
Teach kids arithmetic that way 
and you have them hooked. 


Is'ot from Dr. Azimov but from 


another learned fellow comes in- 
formation designed to keep you 
from feeling lonely in the uni- 
verse: the Palomar giant mirror 
is discovering new island galaxies 
across the universe faster than 
astronomers can record them. 
JIany of them much larger than 
our own galaxy which has about 
two billion suns in it. Not count- 
ing, of course, any planets at- 
tached in orbit to each of those 
suns.

with life on it. The odds are fair.

He added that the num- 
ber- might increase by as much 
as 30-50 by the end of the school 
year. 


And he predicted the number 


of students probably would in- 
crease to 472,000 by the. end of 
the nine-month term next spring.

LONDON (UPI)—The Iraq gov- 


ernment of Brigadier Abdul Ka- 
rim Kassem has given 
fresh 


pledges to honor existing interna- 
tional oil agreements which will 
set plans in motion to double the 
country's oil production before 
long.

The assurances were given to 


G. H. Herridge, managing direc- 
tor of the internationally-owned 
Iraq Petroleum Company who just 
returned from talks wit! the new 
leaders in Baghdad. 


The new Iraq government has 


reaffirmed in these discussions its 
intention to honor the agreements 
with the foreign oil companies, 
and it let it be known its policy 
was to keep the oil flowing. 


As an immediate outcome of 


this development it was reported 
authoritatively that plans 'vtilt be 
put in operation to double the oil 
output from its present level of 
30 million tons annually to some 
57 million tons by the end of 1961. 


Have Equal Shares 


The operation lies in the hands 


of the Iraq Petroleum Company 
which is owned in equal parts by 
United States, British, Dutch and 
French interests. 


Fears at. the time of the recent 


Baghdad coup for the future of 
Lhe Iraq oil appears to have now 
been allayed by the government's 
proclaimed desire for continued 
cooperation with the Western in- 
terests. 


There were strong indications 


though that- before long the Iraq 
leaders may seek modification of 
the treaty terms to secure a larg- 
er share of the profits derived 
from the oil operation. 
' But Herridge's latest on-the-spot 
soundings have encouraged, hopes 
for compromise when the issue is 
raised officially, 


More For Iraq 


The Iraq government has in 


turn received assurances from the 
oil'company that efforts to in- 
crease the oil output in the coun- 
try will be coupled with a 'policy 
of expansion of Iraq's oil exports. 


The. present profit sharing for 


Iraq oil follows the established 
pattern in ,the Middle East — it 
iias been arranged on a 50-50 
basis. 


But this will .have- to be modi- 


fied in Iraq's 'favor when' another 
oil state'in the area obtains'bet- 
ter conditions. 


From its present output — of 


which much is shipped'to Western 
Europe — the Iraq government 
las so far derived-some 70 mil- 
ion or 80 million sterling (be- 
tween 196 million and 224 million 
dollars) in royalties a year.
